Star Mail Routes.

Bids for caaying the mail must 
he filed at office of Second Assist- 
ant Postmaster General, Wash- 
ington, D. C., not later than 4 
p. ni. Dec. 1, 1904. Decisions of 
awards will be announced on or 
before Feb. 1, 1904.
